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House Forbids

Court Challenge Seen 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The House has passed a bill 
forbidding use of new federal 
funds to enforce busing or 
reassignm ent of students 
and teachers in order to 
desegregate schools. 
Health, E ducation and 
Welfare Secretary Caspar 
W. Weinberger said Wed­ 
nesday’s vote would ef­ 
fectively bar his departm ent 
f r o m 
e n f o r c i n g 
desegregation under the 1964 
Civil 
R ights 
Act. 
He 
predicted that if the bill 
becomes law it is “certain to 
be presented to the courts.’’ 
The action came on a 
com prom ise 
HEW 
a p ­ 
propriations bill, which now 
goes back to the Senate for 
approval. The vote was 212 
to 176. 
The Senate version did not 
contain 
the 
a n tib u sin g 
provision, sponsored by Rep. 
Marjorie Holt, R-Md , and if 
that body refuses to go along 
with the conference com­ 
mittee report passed by the 


House, a new compromise 
must be worked out on the 
$5.8 billion supplem ental 
funding measure.

In a 
hospital at Los Alamitos a baby was born in the delivery 
room that was standing two inches deep in water at the time. 
Light snow brushed the eastern states still shaking off the 
effects of a storm that stranded thousands of persons and 
was blamed for dozens of deaths.

A team of Dutch avaition 
experts flew to Sri Lanka, 
form erly Ceylon, to in­ 
vestigate the crash of the 
Martin Air DC8 on approach 
to the fog-shrouded Colombo 
Airport. 


Tilaka de Zoysa, a planter 
from a tea plantation near 
the crash site, said the plane 
went directly over his head 
and then there was an ex­ 
plosion 
“ It was something like an 
earthquake,” he said. 
“ I 
rushed (out) and saw the 
plane scattering The whole 
plane was breaking into bits 
and it was on fire.” 
Another witness from a 
nearby village told rescue 
workers it was like a “giant 
fireball in the sky.” 
De Zoysa said the plane hit 
a wall of almost sheer rock 
rising 1.000 feet above the 
jungle 
on 
5,140-foot-tall 
Laxabana Hill about 80 miles 
east of the capital of this 
island nation. 
The hill is part of the Seven 
Virgins mountain range and 
the crash site was not far 
from the huge hydroelectric

Searchers said the terrain 
was extremely rugged and 
accessible only by helicop­ 
ter.

Pioneer Searches 
For Saturn Life 


By ROBERT STRAND 
MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. (UPI) — Pioneer ll will flash 
between Saturn and its three rings to make a blind pass of 
the moon Titan, a likely place for the existence of advanced 
life. 
Titan, one-third the size of Earth, has the right chem icals, 
the same age as earth and an atmosphere with “a possible 
greenhouse effect, which could produce the right surface 
tem peratures,” NASA scientists said Wednesday. 
John H Wolfe, project scientist, said the space agency’s 
“planetary quarantine people” must be satisfied that 
Pioneer will not accidentally hit Titan and contam inate the 
place. 
The decision to send Pioneer, which visited giant Jupiter 
Monday, to Saturn and Titan was reached Wednesday after 
considering several approach options. They chose the 
trajectory which seemed to be the safest. 
Saturn, a yellowish orb 700 times bigger than E arth, is 
surrounded by three enormous rings thought to be composed 
of flying rocks the size of the Pentagon. 
Some scientists suspect the entire region of Saturn is full of 
flying rocks. If so, the hazard to the 570-pound Pioneer is 
great because at high speed a single fleck of dust would 
destroy the spaceship. 
But the 16,000 mile space between the innerm ost ring and 
Saturn should be swept clean of rocks by the planet’s 
gravity. Pioneer will angle in from above, slip through the 
space and shoot away toward Titan. 
At the closest it will be just 5,500 miles from the planet’s 
surface. Saturn’s rings are only a mile thick, so Pioneer will 
pass through the clear space in a fraction of a second, too 
fast to photograph the rings. 


After the Saturn encounter, some scientists had hoped to 
send Pioneer and its then-feeble power supply to Uranus.

At a shop that 
repairs fish nets buy twine such as used for repairing fish 
nets. This comet in white and black arid perhaps other col­ 
ors. My father fixed my playpen with white twine and you 
can scarcely tell it has been torn. — MRS.G.N. 
DEAR POLLY — and Alma — The hole torn in my child’s 
playpen was very large and my husband worked clear fish­ 
ing fine through both sides of the hole and it worked well. 
What could be stronger than fishing line? — MARY M. 


D EA R Al.M A — I think your own idea of crocheting a 


chain stitch that was joined to the sides of the tear sounds 
great. For this crochet you could use either the fishing line 
or the fisherman’s twine as suggested. — P O L L Y . 


DEAR POLLY — On dark mornings I often have to turn 
the lights in the car on when I leave for work. Since I so often 
would forget to turn them off when getting to the office I 
found the following idea most helpful. I tied a loop in one end 
of a piece of twine, about 18 inches long. The loop was placed 
over the light switch on the car.

A single item in a package 
should be cushioned with 
shredded paper, excelsior, 
compressed tissue 
paper, 


cloth, or expanded plastic 
foam. 
If two or more items are 
mailed in the same carton or 
box. cushioning m aterial 
should protect all items from 
contact with each other, and 
each item should have its 
own individual wrapper. 
Fragile articles must be 
individually cushioned, and 
all four sides of the container 
should 
be 
padded with 
cushioning material. 
Tape used to seal con­ 
tainers should be durable 
and should cover or firmly 
secure all flaps. 
Paper 
for 
the 
outer 
wrapping should be at least 
equal in quality and strength 
to the kraft stock used for 
grocery bags. Incidentally, 
such bags, in good condition, 
provide excellent wrapping 
when trimmed to the proper 
size to fit the package 
snugly. 
Wrapped packages should 
be secured with strong 
twine, not ordinary light 
string. Twine should be 
knotted 
at 
several 
in­ 
tersecting points to keep it 
from loosening 
All packages that contain 
delicate articles should be 
marked FRAGILE. 
Each 
package 
should 


contain 
the 
name 
and 
address of the person to 
whom it is being mailed 
inside the package as well as 
outside. An address con­ 
tained inside is insurance 
that it will be received 
promptly even if the outside 
address should become lost 
or obliterated. 
Be sure to put your return 
address on the package. 
And finally, address the

and 
legibly. Be sure to include 
the ZIP Code.

Be sure to put only one 
address on the outside of the 
parcel.

Collin County Families 
Income Levels Raised 


Because Collin County 
families as a whole are 
earning more money now 
than in previous years, 
many of them have moved 
up, as a result, into new and 
higher income brackets. 
Whether they are able to 
buy any more with the added 
cash is another question. 
Locally there has been a 
progressive shift upward. 
Some families who were in 
the $8,000 to $10,000 category 
a few years ago, are now to 
be found in the $10,000 to 
$15,000 group. Their former 
positions on the income 
ladder have been taken over, 
in turn, by families who had 
been earning less than 


$8,000. 
The gratification of being 
in a loftier bracket 
is 
som ew hat 
dam pened, 
however, by the realization 
that tax rates are higher. 
The facts and figures 


covering the local area and 
other parts of the country 
are contained in a report 
released by the Standard 
Rate and Data Service. It 
indicates, for each 
com­ 
munity, 
the number of 
families in the various in­ 
come divisions. 
The purpose of the study 
was to obtain a clearer 
financial picture of each 
locality’s purchasing power 
than was revealed by its 
average income figure. 
Does that average com­ 
prise a small proportion of 
families with big incomes 
counterbalancing a 
much 
larger proportion with low 
incomes or are earnings 
more evenly distributed? 
In collin County, 
it 
is 
shown, no less than 67.8 
percent of the households 
had disposable incomes of 
$8,000 or more after payment 
of their personal taxes. 


Compared 
with 
the 
proportion at that level 
elsewhere, this was high. 
The State of Texas average 
was 61.7 percent It was 58.3 
percent in the West South 
Central States. 
The breakdown figures for 
the local area list 15.1 per­ 
cent of the households with 
net incomes of $5,000 to 
$8,000, 11.6 percent at the 
$8,000 to $10,000 level. 27.5 
percent between $10,000 and 
$15,000 and 28.7 percent 
higher than that.

cen ter,

Pirkey, 
strained ligaments 
in his 
knee against Bryan and is 
questionable against Carter. 
Carter could possibly be 
without services of number 
one fullback Steve Cleaves. 
Cleaves doubles as a punter 
and his status is unknown for 
the Saturday game. 
If C leaves isn’t present in 
the 
lineup, 
Robert 
Newhouse, a 180 lh. junior, 
will take over the Cowboy 
fullback spot. N ew house, 
described 
as 
“quick” 
by 
John Clark, also plays the 
tailback spot on occasion. 
Carter, like Bryan, boasts 
speedy 
backfield runners. 
Last week, Bryan had a 
couple of 9.7 sprinters. 
“ C arter’s

Running is Carter’s bread 
and butter.

Defensively, Carter runs 
an odd-man line, and the 
front four of that unit has 
size and quickness.

“They just 
have average size but they 


do have a couple of big 
ones.” .

Sanders 
is

bigun” for the offense. The 
tackle weighs in a 215 lb. 
Defensively, the big starters 
are Gerald Mymbs at 210, 
Clavin Beaman at 190 and 
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Philnore Peterson at 210. 
Beaman and Peterson are 
tackles.

Carter has been tied once, 
by W.T. White 7-7 in the bi­ 
district p layoffs. 
Carter 
advanced by virtue of more 
first dow ns, 
12-11, 
than 
White. Penentrations were 
tied at two apiece in that 
game. 
Plano is the only team in 
the north zone with an un­ 
blemished record, 12-0. Only 
one other team.
